Gibson listed the following ex­ 
penditures: Construction contract 
casts, $1 494.177 40; engineering, 
$222,429 56; 
bond 
interest 
and 
expenditure during construction, 
$101,924.24; properties and ease­ 
ments, $1,361; experimental op­ 
eration, $15.298 92; 
and capital 
items 
purchased in connection 
.with the plant operation. $3,161.67, 
The latter category, it was point­ 
ed out, would include such items 
as a car, truck, office and safety 
equipment. 
Gibson said that the sewage 
: treatment bond fund still con­ 
tains a total of $198.135.93. This 
| includes $49 446 93 in cash and 
$148 689 in Treasury bills. 
Gibson said that during con­ 
struction, investment of some of 
the funds in Treasury bills had 
earned $31,615 22 in interest. 
Still remaining to be paid is 
the final $79.114 60 to the con­ 
tractor.

Worrying About 


* France's Troubles 


London is rep o rted to be acutely concerned 
over th e state of France, and no w onder. France 
has been in an econom ic and political crisis for 
weeks, th e w ar in Algeria is like a ru n n in g sore, 
an d th e re is nothing to o fter any hope of a real 
solution. One re p o rte r says th e British are m ore 
w orried about the F rench crisis than about the 
M iddle E astern situation or about changes in 
th e Soviet governm ent. 
To say that the troubles of F rance are that 
serious may seem to be p u tting it a little strongly. 
B ut p erh ap s A m ericans do not w orry enough 
ab o u t th e F rench because Paris has been in an 
alm ost perpetual state of crisis since th e end of 
W orld W ar ll. Most observers have becom e h ard ­ 
en ed to th e reg u la r th u d of falling cabinets and 
th e ap p aren tly constitutional inability of the 
F re n ch to set up a governm ent strong enough 
to m eet the problem s w hich th e nation faces. 
But th e re is always a chance that F rance 
m ay fail to recover its precarious balance and 
topple into a disastrous collapse and this is ob­ 
viously w hat th* British are co n cern ed about. 
T he F rench, as they w ere afte r W orld W ar I, 
are on the verge of an o th er ru n aw ay cu rren cy 
inflation. Successive go v ern m en ts have been u n ­ 
willing o r unable to ta k e th e strong m easures 
n eed ed to put F ran ce's econom ic house in order. 
In co n trast to nearb y W est G erm an y and 
Belgium , which have m ade startling econom ic 
recoveries since th e war. or with Britain, w here 
th e people and the g o v ern m e n t have hitched up 
th e ir belts tim e afte r tim e to stave off im pending 
econom ic disaster, th e F ren ch position is steadily 
w eakening. 
It is needless to say th a t political and eco­ 
nom ic collapse in F rance at this m om ent would 
be almost as serious for the rest of the free 
w orld as for th at nation.

40 Years Ago 


Forty years ago. this month, I was in Petrograd, 
working on the 
Russian Daily News, an English- 
language paper in the Russian capital. Working on a 
local newspaper was very difficult because whatever 
ippeared made a local impression and the Bolsheviks 
were moving into power. 
The Bolsheviks w ert a small party that originated 
in London in 1903 wit tun Jhe Social Democratic Party. 
r followers of Earl Marx. 
Hie woi 
bf 
evik, a 
majority and represented the group that followed 
benin. Those who were opposed to Lenin in the Social 
Democratic Party were called Mensheviks. Both groups 
were mostly intellectuals with Central or Western 
European training. Most of them knew Berlin. Zurich 
or London more familiarly than Petrograd or Moscow. 


H int* one o f t»y4hHle« 
Ut*** Bol***- 
rik* at their headquarter* in Kmolny Institute. In 
thi* aristocratic girls school there were eonstant 
meetings, sessions, conferences. There never was 
any question a* to the pre-eminence of Lenin, a 
short, mild man. blondish, cheerful, a philosopher 
rather than a man of action. 


Em erging rapidly to the top was Leon Trotzky. a 
Meneshevik. who had decided to throw his lot in with 
the Bolsheviks after he returned to Russia from New 
Vork where he edited a small revolutionary newspaper 
In Russian, worked as a tailor and even as an extra 
rn a movie at Fort Lee, New Jersey. 
Trotzky. in 
iddition to being an intellectual, was also a man of 
action. l>enin was a dull speaker; Trotzky brilliant in 
•peech and gesture. 
Lenin was from a Slavic land­ 
owning family; Trotzky a Jew from Odessa 
I had known Trotzky in New York. 
He was in­ 
teresting. stirring, fanatical. I saw Lenin often at the 
Smolny and other places. 
I found him cold, distant, 
bookish. 
These two men formed a partnership in 
revolution. What one lacked, the other had. Together 
they changed the world. 
In Petrograd the last vestiges of law and order had 
disappeared. 
Food was becoming so scarce that a 
Hershey b ar was a treasure. 
Women were selling 
themselves for a lump of sugar or an egg. Money had 
lost all value and the bits of paper we carried daily 
bought less and less. 


Rumors were constant that General Kornilov 
was coming; that he would re-establish the mon­ 
archy ; that he would restore the old landowners. 
Everywhere politicians of all the political parties 
were making speeches against Kerensky, against 
G reat Britain, against Japan, against Woodrow 
Wilson, against each other. 
The mood may he 
described in the one word. against. 


Rut there was another side to all this, namely that 
Russia had lost about 9.000,000 troops in World War I; 
the Russian people felt that they had been betrayed by 
a court camarilla headed by the monk Rasputin who 
had only recently been shot by Prince Yussupov. The 
people wanted land, liberty and peace. And it was that 
Hogan which the Bolsheviks seized and made their 
own. 
Petrograd was always full of rumors. Kornilov was 
coming! Kerensky had run away! The garrisons had 
gone over to the Bolsheviks! 
Do you want to buy an egg? 
I have one in my 
brief case, here! A hundred roubles for an egg. Cheap, 
no1’ 
After all an egg is food. 
What is a hundred 
roubles? 
Tomorrow that egg might cost a thousand 
roubles. 
At night, the cafe chantants were doing a terrific 
business. These night clubs were like our own. full of 
m iddleclass people whom the world was passing by. 
Girls would sing songs making fun of Lenin and Trotzky 
and the Bolsheviks. 
“ They want to rule Russia, ha, 
1 ha, h a !” 


And then it all happened. The Kronstadt sailors 
had actually gone over to Lenin and Trotzky and 
the day of revolution had come. Kerensky had dis­ 
appeared. We were told that the Japanese were 
moving into Siberia; that the British were taking 
Archangel; that the French were landing at O dessa; 
that the G ermans were on their way to Petrograd. 


Snow was on the ground — a Russian, northern 
snow. The long, depressing winter nights had set in. 
We newspapermen were told that the Kronstadt sailors 
would lay siege to the Winter Palace at 4 a. rn. What 
to do? Some of us went to a symphony concert con­ 
ducted by Glazunov. 
Afterwards we went to a cafe 
chantant to hear songs ridiculing Lenin and Trotzky. 
It was soon over. The Red Star had appeared in 
the firmament.

I would have thought we 
were plunking down a good half 
of what Italy survived on. Dunn 
says six per cent and he should 
know. 
He was in charge of dis­ 
bursing it. 
But it was a vital six per cent, 
he pointed out. It was coal, oil, 
copper, food and electricity pro­

power got the factories started 
again 
The food gave the Italian 
working man the muscle he sore­ 
ly needed. 
Italians did the rest. 
We asked him about the Com­ 
munist picture in Italy. Dunn is 
of the opinion that there are al­ 
most as many people now who 
would vote for Communist can­ 
didates as there were in the post­ 
war showdown when the Pope
